Scarlet  fever  was  less  prevalent  than  in  1939 


Three  cases  only  of  diphtheria  were  notified.  Two  of  these 
cases  wore  of  a very  grave  character  and.  proved  fatal.  Immunisation 
of  the  younger  generation  against  this  disease  has  been  established 
over  the  country  in  general,  but  did  not  come  into  force  until  the 
year  1941.  It  is  believed,  with  good  reason,  that  the  outcome  of  this 
treatment,  will  cause  a great  diminution  in  the  incidence  of  this  very 
severe  complaint . 


Six  cases  of  cerebro-sp&nal  fever  were  notified.  This  is 
not  a large  number,  because  under  war  conditions,  cases  of  this 
disease  are  liable  to  occur  all  over  the  country.  These  cases  all 


received  h o s pi t al 


treatment  at 


the  Grantham  Hospital  and  all  made 


good  recovery.  Modern  research  has  added  new  methods  of  dealing  with 
this  condition  with  such  outstanding  success  that  the  mortality  has 
been  very  greatly  diminished,  and  , perfect  recovery  is  now  the  rule.

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TUBERCULOSIS 


In  1939  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  was  extraordinarily 
small,  only  four  cases  of  pulmonary  and  three  of  non~pulmonary 
disease  Being  notified.  This  was  very  exceptional  and  such  a 
result  could  hardly  he  hoped  for  again,  and  there  were  in  1940, 
fifteen  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  twelve  of  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified „

During  the  year  nineteen  samples  cl  the  public  water 
supply  were,  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst;  for  bacteriological 
examination. 

Early  in  February,  bacillus  coli  (presumptive)  was  reported 
to  be  present  in  50  mis.  of  water  and  turbidity  indicated  that 
the  mains  required  thorough  flushing.  The  latter  process  was  carried 
out,  hut  a sample  taken  later  in  the  month  showed  faecal  bacillus 
coli  and  bacillus  coli  aorogenes  present  in  10  mis.  and  1 mh 
respectively . 


The  Public  Analyst  (Mr.  W.W.  Taylor,  B. Sc . , F . I « C 0 , of 
Nottingham)  was  called  in  for  consultation  and  advice  , as  a result 
of  which  the  dosage  of  chlorine  was  increased.  The  bacterial  quality 
then  improved  substantially  and  in  the  first  week  of  March  the 
Analyst  recommended  a reduction  of  chlorine  to  not  below  0.30  parts 
per  million.  From  that  time  and  through  the  year  the  water  continued 
to  Mo  of  satisfactory  bacterial  quality  for  public  supply. 

The  Conduit  Supply  which  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  in 
February  owing  to  pollution  at  the  source,  was  cut  off,  but  later 
in  the  year  was  reinstated  when  further  examinations  showed  a distinct 
improvement  This  improvement  was  not  maintained  however,  and  the 
supply  was  discontinued. 

One  sample  of  water  obtained  from  a private  well  was  reported 
by  the  Analyst  to  be  of  satisfactory  quality  for  drinking  purposes, 
whilst  that  from  another  well  was  pronounced  to  be  doubtful  following 
heavy  rainfall.
